The Fathers Shaken, But Not Hurt, Fire
Him Back Again.

WHY ERIIARDT WAS DUMPED.

Tb« City Hall statesmen were cdltled with two sensn-
tlous yesterday in relation to the Police Commission¬
ers. Ono was the answer of those olhcluls to Mayor
Ely's communication onlllng for a statement in regard
to street cleaning; iho other was a bombshell in the
shape of a letter to the Hoard ol Aldermen trout H:s
Honor nominating Isaac H. Bailey an l'ohce Commis¬
sioner, in place ol Joel U. Krhardt.

TUB XOJIIXATIOX Of UAII.KT.
It was understood around the City Ilall and even by

Mr. Krhardt himself, until within the past two days,
that the gentleman's term did not expire before the
1st ol May noxl. The records of the Mayor's olhce
also showed this to bo the case. These records were

mode out under iho administration ol Mayor Wick-
ham. It appears, however, that I'ollcti Commissioner
Krhardt was appointed to nil tho unexpired icrin of
Hank Smith, deceased. Tho laltor was appointed lor
seven years, commencing on the 10th of April, lbTO.
To Chief Clerk John Hardy's Ingenuity in carelully
examining tho records may bo credited tho discovery
ol this mistake. Two days ago he Informed Mayor
Kly of the matter, and the latter then concluded to
Bend In tho LUino ot Mr. Isaac H. Ilailey lor the place.

AT TJIK HOARD Of Al.DKK.UKX.
A special meeting ol tho Hoard of Aldermen was

held yesterday altcrnoon. Toward tho close ol
tho meeting a communication was received
Irotn Mayor Kly, naming Isaac H. Halloy for Police
Commissioner, In iho place ot Joel 1J. Krhardt,
whose term of ollico hud expired.
Mr. Cowing (republican) moved that tho Mayor's

nomination snould bo immediately coullrmod. Ho
cotupliiuontcd Mr.Bailey highly, and alluded to his ad¬
mirable fitness lor tho position ol Police Commis¬
sioner.

TIIK DEMOCRATIC KICK.
When Mr. Cowing had concluded his eulogy of Mr.

Bulky Alderman Purroy, Presldont ol tho Hoard,
gave the kcyuoto lor rejecting the nomination. Con¬
siderable comment was mndo by outsiders upon this
speech, as Mr. Purroy is known to represont Mr.
John Kelly in tho Hoard. Somo suggested that It
looked like a decided broak between the Mayor and
Comptroller, but subsequent cvonts somewhat dis¬
proved this view ol tho controversy.

Mr. Purroy, in moving to reject tho nomination,
raid:.1 am at a loss to understand why this nomina¬
tion hns been sent in to this Board; but if it is done in

pursuance of nny agreement, Uicu that agreement
rannot bind us, because wo were nut parties 10 It. At
the last olectlon the peojiic of this city, by a majority
ol more than flfty-throo thousand, decided to intrnst
Its government to democratic hands, and now, at tno
very first opportunity, to confirm a republican as

member of our most important municipal commission
Is such a betrayal of the people wbo oloctoa us to this
Board as I shall nover consent to bo guilty of. It was

the democratic majority ot New York oily lost fall
whlcn decided the contests in both the nation and tho
State. Determined oiforts are now being mado by
partisan legislation and disfranchisement to breuk
down this majority and to gradually make this city
republican. To conttrm this gentleman lor Polica Com¬
missioner will, tu tny opinion, further aid an t ubet
these ellorts, and thorolore this Hoard ought nut
to hesitate ono moment tu the pcriortnanco
ol Its plutu duty. 1 have heard It urged by gentlemen
whose opinions 1 respect that tho Ponce Hoard ought
to bo non-partisan, because it appoints inspectors and

full clerks. 1 c.innol sea the lurco of the argument,
n appointing inspectors and poll clerks lite Police
Hoard performs a merely ministerial duty, because tho
tinted stales Circuit Court in a well known case lias
decided that these appointments must bo takon from
the lists lurnlsbed by the two parties at variance on
Amies issues. Hut, apart from this, 1 believe Hie
whole theory of non-partisan commissioners is essen¬
tially wrong. It is entirely antagonistic to the priu-
Cipie upon which all government in iUIh country is
loundod, and w henever it bus been put in practice in
tills city Its rcsu.ts have been most pernicious, lor it
begot the most corrupt and inlamous Hoard tliul cvor
disgraced Now \ork.Hie oid uon-purtlsaii Board
ol Supervisors, and its bad ellects are already vislhlo
In tno management ol tho present Police Hoard.
Uesi.tes, I don't think that these limes are suited to
non-purtisanistn. Tho democratic party has hud
enougii stolen irotr. it lately to cause it to refuse to
willingly surrender nny more. Our opponents con-
cede nothing to us. Way, then, should we constantly
concede everything to tucuif Within mo past lew
weeks wo have seen a republican Senate, representing
» minority ol the people, throw hack In iho luce ol the
Executive the nominations which he hau selected
Iroui among our purest and best citizens. Why, our
Divn self-respect, il nothing nlso. rrquires us to reject
this noimnaiiou. This board has been the butt ol every
republican attack. Kvery partisan bill tnitoduced this
session at Albany contains a clause depriving us ol our
rights ana reducing us to tho condition ol tuere rtgure-
heads, aud, to cap the climax, we liavo been again and
again denounced as corrupt, by man who, at the very
tune they altered tho words, were themselves secretly
negotiating to secure silence on the pnrioi the prisoner
in Ludlow street. Even here, among ourselves, do iho
minority of mis Hoard over lorget their party bins?
When iho name ol tho present Comptroller.a man
who has done moro than anybody else to securo honest
government In this city.was sent inio Ibis Hoard 1
can ucver lorget lliul, while not ono ol the minority
could utter a word against his parity or Illness, yet
not one ot ilium could be Induced to vote lor hi in. I
know that It is now threatened that unless this nomi¬
nation, wolcb lias been lorcibly wrung Irom an anwili-
nig Mayor, be promptly confirmed tlie right to couiirtn
all oilier nominations will be taken Irom a< by special
let and our city tnudo to leu! the vengeance ol a ropub-
lican'Legislature, These threats should not bo con-
tillered lor a moment. We are not responsible lor
Albany legislation, nor are wo jiersonally in lorested in
the continuing power; but while wo possess this power
1 am in luvor ol exercising it fearlessly and In good
faith toward the poople wbo elected us, even though
this bo tho last act.

STREET CLEANING.THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS'
STATEMENT TO MAYOR EI.Y.

In answer to the communication sent by Mayor Ely
last week the Police Commissioners yesterday sent
down a statement relating to their street cleaning
operations lor tho months o( January, February and
March, 1177. This statement, as far as :t goes, is
rnihcr misty, but a supplemental documont is promised.
The following are its principal features:.

Expenditures for the three months, $778,341 81. of
which gdi.aoe 18 wore paid in January, $80,1118 13 in
February and $04,487 23 in March.

The questions asked by Mayor Ely ns to the streets

cleaned during this period are answered in u very am¬
biguous way A set ol maps accompany tho Police
Commissioners' reports on which ure outlined the
streets that have been gone ovor. They allege, in ad¬
dition that no stroeis wore swept In January, hut con¬siderable work was done in the removal ol snow und ice.
According t" the maps snow was removed in January
from 11roadway between tho flattery and Thirty-UIlU
street and from parts of Whitehall, Fulton, William.
Gold Chambers, Worth and Twenty-third streols, andlrom' Park row. They also show that some streets
in nearly every ward of the city below Central Park
were swept during the months of February and March.

THE GARBAGE WAR.

PILOT KELLY, OF T1IE STREET DEPARTMENT
TOWHOAT, POUND GUILTY OK MISDEMEANOR.
The trlsl of Jofin Kelly, upon an indlotinont found

against him by tho'Urand Jury of Kings county, took
place oolorc Judge Mooru and a jury, in tho Court of
Sessions, Brooklyn, yesicrduy. Tbo'dolondunt. who Is
pilot of the tugboat William P., Shooney, is charged
Willi having violated the Health law of the State, and
was arrested Inst summer on complaint of Shore In¬
spector Cornelius Ferguson Much luteroet was thcro-
foro manifested in the result ol this the first trial ol
the kind held under the statuio of 1875,
which makes It a m'sdetneanor to lako garbago
down through the Narrows and dump It on o!>b
lido. Assistant District Attorney Mooro, who ap-
penrod for tho people, reviewed the law in tho caso in

brief, in which ho said It was a violation of tho luw lor
porsons In charge of tho garbago scows to pass through
the Nurrows without a pormtt froin tho shore luspec-
tor. Tho defendant was towing scows on tho ebb tide
ou the day on which ho was arrested, and when halloa
by the sliore inspector ho acknowledged ho had no

permit. Defendant then passod out tho Narrows and
dumped ttie garbago, wbtcli limited back on the shores.
\\ lien bo returned to the shore ho was urroMod on a
warrant Issued by Juslico Church. Flood tide was tho
time to take the garbago down tho buy, but defendant
selected tho obb lido because tfdid not require so much
force and wus less expensive.
Counsel lor defendant moved to dismiss the caso,

claiming that it was not within tho Jurisdiction of ilio
Stale; also that the act w.is unconstitutional. Judgo
Mooro denied tho motion to dismiss, and said It was not
for ihe Court to pass upon the question of the consti¬
tutionality ol tho act.

I'he first wum ss examined was Shore Inspector
Cornelius Ferguson, who testified us to the law under
wh clt he uctod unit as to the particulars which led to
the arrest ot 1'i'ot Kelly. I'oter Gates. Joseph I.. Host-
wick and I'eier Hums tostiiicd that tho scows were
loaded with garbage und dead animals.

Til K DKKKXCK.
Tho case lor the pcopio ttiuu rested, and tho counsol

for the prisoner opened the caso lor dolendnnt. lie
hold that Hie pilot had obtained a certificate from tlio
proper inspector to tbo ellect thut there was no putrid
matter on board the scows lhat ho hud in tow. Kelly
wus as luuocontas tlio "bubes in the wood" ol auv
crime, and it would be a great wrong to send him lo
tho Penitentiary tor six months and to cotnpol linn to
pay a line ot $800. The best place to pnt tho retuso of
New York was to sond it to tho sou, and thut had been
(iODO.
Captain John Ounnor, Inspector ol Street Cleaning,

Now York, was callod to the witness siund, and wua
askou a number ol questions cuuceruing tbo rulos and
regulations of tlio Hoard ol Health ol lliol city us
to tho reuioviil ol sweepings and ashes. Tho
Court excluded nearly all the questions as
irrelevant. Witness said it wus his duly to
Inspect each scow load beloro It was taken away; raw
the scows that ware ludcu with sweepings and ashes on
tho 2Gth day of July ; saw no carrioh, animal or
olbdislvo matter on board; saw lt;e scows when
. ighleen iniios irom New York and about one ntllo
and a ball Iroin tho shoro. Capiain Ktllalou, Kelly,
Hiu defendant, and others testified lor tno deionco and
the case was given to tlio Jury. Alter ubriot absence
tlio jury returned a verdict of gui'tv of tho inisde
muniior allogeu, and tho prisonor was released on bnll,
to appear lor sentence on Thursday next, tho 26ih met.

WAYLAID BUT NOT ROBBED.

A PLUCKY RESISTANCE.DANGER OF INTERESTED
PARTIES COMING TO COURT.

Anthony Mnrley, ol No. 419 West Thirty-sixth street,
while passing tho corner of Twenty-seventh street and
Seventh avenuo, ou Wodnesday evening last, encoun¬
tered four young men, whom he knew by sight, stand¬
ing and talking togeihor. As no approached ho beard
one ot them, numed William 11. Taylor, ray to blk
companions:.

.Micro comes a business roan; ho has always got
plenty ol money about him."

In a moment afterward ono of tho men struck hitn
under tbo chin and another tripped him up, throwing
hint to tho ground. Taylor kicked bttn about Iho
boud, another ol the gang stamped on tils body, w hilo
the other two attempted to ritlo nis pocket, which con-
lamed about $2(1, and to lorco a.rlngolT his finger.
Murlcy, though a small tnau und lying on tho ground,
struggled desperately with his assailants and cried
out lustily lor help Ho not only preserved his prop¬
erty. nut grabbed Taylor by both logs, and though bo
was dragged along tbo sldcwa.fc over liny feet, held on
to htm (ill ibo urriv.il ol an olllcer, who took
him in custody. 7'aylor was tuken before Judgo
Oiierhourg yesterday morning ou a charge of snnplu
assault ana buttery, nut when tho Justice heard Mr.
Hurley's story he ordered tho Clork to tako a com¬
plaint ol attempt at robbery against the prisoner.

Could you Identify tho other throe men?'' usked
tho Judgo.

DR. r.UlISEL'S DELIVERANCE.

A NEWARK PHYSICIAJi'5 NARROW ESCAPE FROM

A WOMAN'S WICKEDNESS.
About . year ago a highly respectable young doctor

ol Newark. Francis Partsel. residing with but motner
In Commerce street, wm arrested on a charge ol seduc¬
tion anu abortion. The complainant was a handsome,
well-developed Herman girl, named Margaretta Stehl
The story Margaretta told upon the stand was that Dr.
Partsel was called In to attend her mother, and that

upon leaving he told her to call upon and let htm know
how her mother was getting along. She did so
frequently, sue alleged, and upon one oi these occasions
ehe lesiihed that the Doctor soduoeu her under a

promise of marriage. Sue lurihcr alleged
that he compelled her to keep silonee, and
when she was tour months with ennd he
committed malpraeiioe on*, her. The Doctor
upon tier statement was held ai d indicted by the
brand Jury. He was put upon |2.000 ball. latst sum¬
mer, Just ncforo the time for nis trial to begin, he lied.
This, naturally, was regarded us cunviucing proof ol
bis guilt, and much fooling was mrrou uu against htm
and lor the supposed victim ol criminal misconduct.
A month or an ago lie suddon'y turned up in Newark
and was insiautly rearrested uud thrust into jail. He
meroly said thai he suoposod the affair hud blown
over, and ibcrclurc returned from Europe. His trial
began on Tuesday, and was cuntlbued yesterday. Tho
evidence brougnt out went strongly 10 snow that, do-
splte h.s virtual confession of gum, lie was the victim
et an infamous blackmail conspiracy on the
part of Murgnretta and her mother.since deceased.
On one occusion u demand was made on nun for f 1,000.
Alter a short charge by Judge Depue, in which he said
that I he prisoner should he gtvoa tho benelU of any
doubt, the jury retiroit, and soon roturned with a ver¬
dict ol uc<|uittaL Dr. l'nrisei was warmly congrat¬
ulated on nl. sides upon Ins happy dellverunco I rout a
perilous position as regards his reputation, llo ac¬
counts lor his flight by saying Unit, being in a strango
country, he did not understand the law, and in nis fear
ol being punished, innoceul or guilty, bo lied It is
probnhio that Margarotta has not ucurd the lust of this
matter and that she may be made nn example ol.

A SCHOOLBOY'S INFATUATION.
A BROOKLYN BOY CROSSED IN LOVE TAKES

IlOltAX FOB ARSENIC.
A romarkablo case of suicidal tendency was brought

to light in Brooklyn yesterday, In tho case of a youth,
sixteen years ol age, named Wlntield Davidson. Tlio
boy was u pupil In attendance at Public School No. 13,
Degraw street, and resides ul No. 110 Itapelyea street
For somo time past ho bus been paying marked atten¬
tion to one of the reunite scholars, hut lailcrly site re¬

jected his addresses and declined to hold any commu¬
nication with hi in. Winiieid, who is a member of
tho Fourth Grammar Division, then uegleoted
his studies and tol l li:s chissuiutea that bewouidcotn-
mil suicide. On Wednesday afternoon, at recess, ho
look u small paper, contafiling a winto powder, from
his pockoi, and swallowing a portion ol its contents,
threw the paper away. Mo bocamo very sick a lo#
minutes alter, and lutd to lie removed to his boinc,
where medical at tendance was obtained lor lorn. Yes.
tcrday morniug he hu<t so fur recovcrod us to ho atilo
to attend school, but when spoken tool his rash act
he sa d he would end his existence, no matter what oh-
siaclos were placed ill Ins way. Soon slinr making
the latter throat he again took a powder trout ins
pocket, aud was or.iy prevented froin swallowing it by
u hoy, who seized hold ol It and gave it to the principal
of Die school, Mr. Pulterson. Subsequent investiga¬
tion proved thai the powder wns not aisenlc, but borax.
Tho infatuated youth had purchased It Iruiu u druggist
under tho impression that it was arsenic, but the man
M medicines, louring that Davidson was not a proper
persou to intrust with a deadly poison, gave him borax.

The accused sll answered to
their names, and tnelr counsel was about to apeak,
when tue Justice sal t he n.id received a letter from inu
ltisiricl Attorney, which document staled that none of
me prosecutors would hare inyihlng more to do with
the c i e, iind ho llp.-reloro deemed it unnecessary to
apiiear.
